Improvements Under Law. 


Settlements fo r 
public 
improve­ 
ments that are pay able under the p ro ­ 
visions of the B arrett law arc be­ 
ing made at the city treasurer’s office. 
T h e pay ments fall due the same as 
tax es and the fall settlement must be 
m ade on or before the first Monday 
in November which this y ear comes on 
November 1. 
The treasurer’s office 
lias sent out statem ents to all prop­ 
erty owners who accepted the B arrett 
Law. 
While this is not req uired by 
sta tute the practice has been followed 
Tiere in order th a t none of the resi­ 
dents mig ht overlook the semi-annual 
settlements. 
There are about one hundred resi­ 
dents here who are pay ing for street 
o r sewerag e improvements under the 
B a rre tt law. 
Most of the accounts, 
however, are for the improvement of 
streets and have been opened during 
the last four y ears. 
The law p ro ­ 
vides that if the settlements are not 
m ade at the req uired date the tre a s­ 
ure r is empowered to levy upon the 
property thus improved the same as 
in the case of delinq uent tax es. 
No 
property in this city has ever been 
sold to satisfy such a settlement un­ 
paid. 


The Barrett law provides that one 
tenth of the total amount of the im­ 
provement cost shall be paid each 
y e a r and the interest is paid at the 
second settlement. 
Some of the in­ 
stallm ents on the principal become 
due in the spring and others in the 
fall, depending upon the time when 
the work was received by the city . 
The installment plan means a vast 
am ount of work fo r the treasurer’s 
office as a separate set of books is 
kept for such am ounts. 
The funds 
th a t are received are turned directly 
over to the holder o f the bonds and 
the coupons are g iven to the treasur­ 
er as receipts. 
Several y ears ag o 
the accounts in some cities in Indiana 
became badly tang led as the money 
received under the law was confused 
with the city ’s accounts. 
Several 
cities lost considerable, but here the 
accounts have alw ay s been separate 
and no confusion h as resulted. Most 
of the Barrett law bonds here have 
been sold by the contractors and the 
money is paid over to the holders. 
The treasurer acts in the capacity of 
ag ent for the various property own­ 
ers and receives no additional com­ 
pensation. 


Some of the settlem ents have been 
made and the balance will be paid 
before the close of nex t week, it is 
stated. 
Little trouble is ex perienced 
in collecting the installments as due 
as the residents are aware that the 
property may be levied on. 
With the county tax es falling due 
on November 2 the tax pay er will be

in the 19 15 aet of the leg islature 
which was passed with the purpose 
of amending the act of 19 09 . 
The last leg islature attem pted to 
pass a law whereby some of the trus ­ 
tees in towns where all the officers 
went out of office at the same time 
would remain in office for two y ears 
long er. 
This was attempted so th at 
there would alway s be two or more 
“holdovers” a fte r each election. The 
act of 19 09 uses the term ifeven num ­ 
ber” of trustees and the last leg is­ 
lature attempted to amend the aet 
by chang ing the term to “uneven num ­ 
ber.” 


The error in (lie 19 11 and 19 15 law, 
was to amend the following provision: 
“That in towns having an even num ­ 
ber of trustees, one half of the trus ­ 
tees of any such town that receive 
the hig hest number of votes a t the 
reg ular election in 19 09 , shall be re ­ 
g arded as elected thereto for a period 
of four y ears and the other half fo r 
a period of two y ears and in towns 
having an even number of trustees 
one less than half of such trustees, 
receiving the hig hest number of votes 
shall serve four y ears and the re ­ 
mainder two y ears. 
Thereafter the 
term of office of all trustees shall be 
four y ears.”

Mrs. William Jones, a bride of three 
weeks, is in jail at Brownstown aw ait­ 
ing trial on a surety of peace pro­ 
ceeding which Was filed by her .sister- 
in-law, Mrs. Ada Stewart. 
Mite. 
Jones, who was formerly a waitress 
in a local hotel, will be tried Mon­ 
day afternoon at 2 o’clock in Justice 
Macbey ’s court in Brownstown. She 
was arrested at her home near Sly g o 
Hill late Friday afternoon by M ar­ 
shal Russell, of Brownstown, and 
was placed in jail when she was un­ 
able to g ive bond. 
The arrest of Mrs. Jones is one of 
a series of domestic troubles that 
have been coming rapidly during the 
past 
week. 
She 
was 
married 
in 
Scottsburg October 1 and after the 
marriag e went to her husband’s home 
near Sly g o Hill on the Tampico road. 
Her husband, it is stated, recently 
boug ht the interest of his sister, Mrs. 
Stewart, in the farm where lie lives. 
Mrs. Stewart has been living with 
them. 
Last Tuesday Jones filed a com­ 
plaint in the Jackson circuit court 
asking fo r a decree of divorce from 
his wife. 
In the complaint he alleg ed 
that on one day last week he g ave her 
$10 and purchased a ticket to Mitch­ 
ell for her, that she went to Mitchell 
and remained there for several day s. 
He further alleg es in his complaint 
that (» 11 Saturday nig ht he and his 
wife came to Brownstown and that 
she refused to wTalk up the street with 
him as he was carry ing a coal oil 
can which he intended to have refilled. 
He alleg es that he left her while he 
purchased the coal oil and when he 
returned to her she was enrag ed be­ 
cause he had not purchased some­ 
thing for her. 


It is further stated in the complaint 
that on Sunday he and his sister had 
Invited g uests to their house and that 
the defendant refused to prepare the 
meal for them.

All beginnings of manifestation are 
In consciou sness. 
The self or ego 
thinks abou t that of which he is con­ 
sciou s and thereby sets the creative 
forces in motion which will produ ce 
the corresponding condition or object 
on its respective plans of expression, 
either m ental moral or physical.

A mass of wires was brok en down 
by falling walls and endangered fire­ 
men. 
Assistant Chief Wilder cau sed 
the p ower hou se su p p lying the entire 
bu siness district to shu t off p ower u n­ 
til the men had been rescu ed. 
The 
storage comp any’s bu ilding was along 
the L. & N. railroad yards and long 
strings of freight cars, some loaded, 
were for a time in danger. 
The John 
A. Reitz saw mill, one of the largest 
In this region, was p rotected by em ­ 
p loyes, who formed a fire brigade. 
The blaze originated on the third 
floor of the bu ilding, where groceries 
were stored. The fire dep artm ent had 
not comp leted an investigation, bu t 
the origin is believed to have’ been 
in defective wiring.
